In addition to the music allotted to the character, 
Miss Ayton sang “‘ Bid me Discourse,” and ‘“‘ Wher thy Bosom heaves 
a Sigh,”’ with Braham, and was rapturously encored. Miss Love, and 
Mrs. Geesin, sang delightfully. Mr. Braham was in excellent voice, 
and introduced several extraneous airs. The Dumb Savoyard, and 
Don Giovanni concluded. “ God save the King” was londly called for, 
and sang by the whole strength of the company.—'The house was full.
